tion in tho last cecades of tho 18th century. 
The absolutism of Napoleon at the com- 
moncement of the 19th contury was tho natural 
reaction from the license of the Revolution, and 
the quiot period that followed the downfall of 
Napoloon was again a reaction from the stirring 
times of the war.which lasted during his domina- 
tion of Europe. The quict time gave birth to 
tho industrial movement which ‘characterised 
the Jatter half of ‘the nineteonth century.

that they had flaime on tho Norman Duchy. 
The bLatile of Agincourt in 1415, and 200 years 
after the signing of Magna Charta, marked the 
highest poiut ever reached in the assertion of 
those claims, . The ill-snecess of the King who 
foltowet Henry V. and tho subsequent internal 
troubles in England ai the time of the wars of 
the Roses, led her to abundon the attempt to 
become a Continental power. Some two hun- 


dtd years’ ufter Agincourt she had 
started her. first coloniul cfforts, and 
laid the foundation ‘of her commerce, 


aid) it-was ‘her Colonies wmd—her commerce 
that led hor agoin-to take part in wars -gzrstho.
